. - . efforts concerning the BPP. Most of the violations of law 
f ■ incurred by members or sympathisers are of a local nature. However, 
as a result of intensive investigative efforts, a considerable >v 
amount of knowledge has been accumulated by the FBI concerning 
the BPP. Therefore, it is believed that based on this knowledge, 
effective counter-intelligence methods to disorganise and disrupt 
the BPP can be devised. To date, utilising ideas drawn from the 
past, such as publicising the euUs of violence, the lack of 
( morals, the widespread use of narcotics and alcoholic beverages, 

1 anonymous mailings, ate, results have not been outstanding. 

The typical black supporter of the BPP is not disturbed by allega- 
tions which would upset a white community.
